The Colorado Battle 


Proposal: To build two more 
Federal dams on the Colorado 
River. 
Result: Torrents of oratory, 
in Congress, in the press, in 
public forums. 
Congress 'seems about to 
close in on the climactic phase 
of bill simply titled 
H. R. 
4671, the Colorado River Basin 
Project Act. Tbe bill was ap­ 
proved in July by the House 
Interior Committee, by a vote 
of 22 to 10, and may shortly 
come to the floor for action. 
The proponents 
are seven 
states of the southwest - Ari­ 
zona, California, Colorado, Ne­ 
vada, New Mexico, Utah and 
Wyoming - embracing some 
30 
million people. The op­ 
ponents: such conservationist 
groups as the National Audu­ 
bon Society, Hie Sierra Club, die 
National Parks Association. 
The plan is to build one dam 
in Marble payee, abeue Oread 
Canyon National Park, 
and 
another in Bridge Canyon (also 
called Hualapai), below 
the 
park. The former, 310 feet high, 
would develop 600,000 kilowatts 


of power; the latter, 673 feet 
high, 1.5 million kilowatts. Mon­ 
ey from the sale of this power 
would be used for reclama­ 
tion and water projects in the 
seven states. 
In brief, the proponents con­ 
tend the people of their states 
need the power and the water 
of the Colorado basin, and this 
;dan would secure it with no 
harm to Grand Canyon and at 
little cost to the government. 
Opponents 
declare die dams 
would ruin forever the beauty 
of the Grand Canyon. 
Where the equity lies, each 
may decide for himself, but 
here are some of the principal 
arguments and rebuttals: 
- Charge: Marble Canyon dam 
would alter the flow of the Colo­ 
rado River through Grand Can­ 
yon National Park. Retort: No 
more nor less than does Glen 
Canyon dam already. 
- Charge: Recreetion valute 
would 
be destroyed.~ftitort: 
Quite the contrary, 
it would 
open the region to millions 
of people. Cited: Lake Powell, 
behind Glen Canyon dam, was 


once a treacherous chasm vis­ 
ited 
by 
a handful of the 
intrepid. Last year 700,000 peo­ 
ple enjoyed It for swimming, 
boating, fishing and sightseeing. 
- Charge: The majestic scen­ 
ery of the Grand Canyon will 
be lost forever. Retort: Neither 
dam is within Grand Canyon 
National Park, and neither one 
nor Us lake can be seen from 
the rim of the canyon. Bridge 
Canyon lake would back up tor 
13 miles along the lower edge 
of the park, in a remote area 
seldom visited. 
— Charge: The level of the 
lakes will fluctuate, leaving un­ 
sightly mud flats at lower 
water. Retort: The lakes will 
be held at constant level. 
- Charge: Coal or nuclear 
power would answer the pur­ 
pose. Retort: They would not, 
because hydro • electric power 
Is the most desirable tor "peak» 
ing** - turning the power up 
when it is needed, down when it 
is not. 
— Charge: Wildlife habitats 
would be wiped out, tor exam­ 
ple the big • horn sheep. Re­ 


tort: They said the same thing 
about Lake Powell, but the big­ 
horn sheep have actually in­ 
creased. 
- Charge: Invaluable Indian 
and 
archeological remains 
would be drowned. Retort: By 
scientists: Most of the 
re­ 
search has long since been 
done. By Indians: Tribal Chair­ 
man George Rocha of the Huala­ 
pai tribe, where Bridge Canyon 
lake 
would 
rise — 
"Why 
don’t you stop thinking about 
rocks and think about people? 
We do not wish to remain Iso­ 
lated in a canyon wilderness 
Just so a few people can play 
at being brave explorers in the 
20th. Century." 
There are many other argu­ 
ments, of course - the litera­ 
ture on both sides 
have al­ 
ready mounted nearly as high 
as the dams — and the out­ 
come is far from clear. H. R. 
4671 4671 still must pass both 
houses 
of Congress and be 
signed by the president. Is It 
a desecration of a national 
treasure, or the salvation of 
the southwest? 


City council members have 
been informed of tentative plane 
for widening highway 61 In 
Slkeston and the city's role in 
the project. 
The project calls for widening 
a two-mile stretch of the high­ 
way from Greer street north 
to the intersection with business 
route 61.

With the widening to 52 feet 
a greater concentration of water 
will accumulate in a heavy rain, 
Carney said. 
The open drainage ditch along 
Anderson is the only outlet for

streets of Malone and Greer. 
Proper signals and signs will 
have to be erected when the 
construction is done at the high­ 
way's intersections ?t Malone 
and Greer, Carney said.

Thant Turns State Needs in 
r.

Down INew 
U.N. Term 


UNITED 
NATIONS, N. Y. 
AP - U Thant rejected today 
a new five - year term as sec­ 
retary • general of the United 
Nations. 
'*1 have decided not to offer 
myself for a second term as 
secretary • general," 
Thant 
said, "and to leave the Se­ 
curity Council unfettered in its 
recommendation to the General 
Assembly with regard to the 
next secretary general." 
Thant’s statement, contained 
in a message to the 117 delega­ 
tions of the UJt., gave no indi­ 
cation he was willing to stay on 
tor an Indefinite period while 
the Security Council tackles the 
Job of finding a new secretary- 
general. His term expires Nov. 
3. 
The statement of the soft- 
spoken, popular Burmese, is­ 
sued after heavy pressure from 
U.N. members to persuade him 
to stay on, reflected his disil­ 
lusionment and dissatisfection 
with the arduous Job. 
He said he had to "confess to 
a sense of dissatisfaction with 
the feet that the organization 
has not yet achieved universali­ 
ty of membership." This was a 
reference to the continued ab­ 
sence of Red China as a mem­ 
ber.

Future needs of Missouri in 
higher education were related 
to the Klwanls club Tuesday 
night at the Rustic Rock by 
Lonnie Standley, a member of 
a 10-member state committee 
studying them. 
He said that there are now 
33.000 students enrolled in die 
universities and colleges and 
that by 1975, if the growth con­ 
tinues, the state will have 63,000 
students enrolled. 
The 
present budget Is $70 
million a year for the University 
of Missouri system but in 1975, 
if the growth continues, the 
needed amount will rise to $180 
million. 
The capital investment by 1975 
in buildings and other facflftties 
will 
amount to $250 million, 
he said. 
Junior 
colleges now have 
14.000 students and by 
1975 
this will increase to 35,000 stu­ 
dents. Standley stressed the 
fact that a two-year college is 
needed in the Bootheel because 
an expected 6,000 students will 
attend Southeast Missouri State 
college in Cape 
Girardeau, 
loading it to capacity. 
Standley also pointed out that 
the study had Indicated that stu­ 
dents will go to a college close 
to their home but will not attend 
in as large a percentage if the 
college is located too far away 
from their community. 
To illustrate this he gave per­ 
centages of high school grad­ 
uates in a six county area going 
on to college: Cape Girardeau 
County 39 1/2 per cent, Scott 
County 24 8/10 per cent, Dun­ 
klin County, seven tenths of one 
per cent,

per cent and 
Mississippi County 13 per cent.

Fumbling at the White House and at the Capi­ 
tol in the recent airline strike demonstrated 
a ll too clearly that m ake-shift handling of 
emergency strikes broadly affecting the public 
$pt sjjpplv will not çu#i,ce. A searching 
aM lte overall labor-management problem 
mandatory. 
The cards are now stacked in favor of m ili­ 
tant unions who disregard the public welfare 
in pursuit of their own goals. Too often the 
Unspoken attitude of union leaders is the pub- 
Üc-be-damned. How much longer will the pub­ 
lic and their elected representatives stand for 
Such arrogance? 
:The problem is not new. It dates back at 
least 20 years. The last Republican Congress 
tried to even the scales by enacting the Taft- 
Hartley Act in 1949. It has been a useful law 
but its emergency strike provisions are not 
adequate to 1966 needs, and it does not apply 
to the transportation industries. Airline dis­ 
putes fall under the Railway Labor Act. 
Every tim e there is a m ajor strike

In 1963, 
Congress intervened in a railroad crisis, forc­ 
ing compulsory arbitration of the dispute. The

POLITICAL COWARDICE BLOCKS ACTION 
History proves that when rain pours through 
a hole in the roof, Congress will apply a patch. 
But when it is not raining, nothing is done to 
prepare for the next storm , even though every­ 
body knows there will be more rain and the 
prudent thing to do is get ready. Political 
cowardice — the fear of rep risals by union 
politicians — is the only possible explanation. 
As Sen. Robert P. Griffin (R„ Mich.) said 
early in the airline strike: “ Long ago Con­ 
g ress should have undertaken, in an orderly 
fashion, a serious review of our labor laws 
and the broad policy problems associated with 
industry-wide bargaining and strik es.” 
Last January, in his State of the Union m essage, 
President Johnson declared: “ I also intend to 
ask the Congress to consider m easures which, 
without improperly invading state and local au­ 
thority, will enable us effectively to deal with 
strikes which threaten irreparable damage to the 
national interest.” 
The President never followed through on that 
prom ise, possibly because of bitter opposition 
ifOm union leaders to whom he is beholden 
for political support. When asked about the 
unfulfilled prom ise, LBJ has explained that his 
advisors have not been able to agree on what 
to propose. It could be that the advisors did 
not have their heart in their work. 
The m achinists have just demonstrated the need 
for the type of legislation proposed by the 
President last January. They have proved that 
by saying “ no” to an emergency board recom ­ 
mendation, and then saying “ no” again to the 
P resident's own heralded settlem ent, they can up 
the ante at each round in the game. Meanwhile 
the public suffered.

tracts will expire in m ajor industries in 1967. 
Possible emergencies are foreseen in the tele­ 
phone, electric, trucking, railroad, steel, and 
auto industries. Prosperity and 
inflation are 
combining to make the unions even more de­ 
manding than usual. 
Congress would do well to lay its plans now. 
Legislation can hardly be expected this year 
but plans should be made now to make strike 
legislation a top priority in 1967. A convenient 
vehicle is available in a study resolution backed 
by a dozen Senators and pending since July 
in the Senate Labor Committee. 
It is S.J. Res. 174, by Sen. Griffin, to create 
a Joint Committee on Industry-wide Bargaining, 
composed of eight Senators and eight Repre­ 
sentatives, half from each party. This would be 
a study group charged with assessing the prob­ 
lem and recommending a solution. 
It may be unrealistic to expect that a Demo­ 
cratic Congress will em brace a resolution 
fathered by a freshman Republican, albeit one 
experienced in labor m atters during prior 
House service. Nevertheless something along 
the lines of the Griffin resolution is needed 
now.

live in glass houses should not 
throw stones. 
Adam 
has 
been throwing 
stones at Sargent Shriver, de­ 
manding that he resign as anti, 
poverty administrator. He has 
been throwing stones at me, 
calling me a liar for reporting 
the details of his postponement 
on the anti - poverty bill. 
Meanwhile Adam is living in 
a glass house which is on the 
verge of tumbling down around 
his ears. 
Last week Mrs. Yvette Mar- 
Jory Flores Diago Powell, the 
attractive Puerto Rican third 
wife whom Powell married alt­ 
er divorcing pianist Hazel Scott, 
came to Washington with her 3- 
year • old son, Adam Powell- 
Diago, to try to see her con- 
gressional husband.

TV, Atomic Research To Com­ 
bat Mafia and Corsican Crime 
Syndicates 
London: — From not so foggy 
London town, our own younger 
people — the work force of 
tomorrow -- have borrowed the 
- t e r » ì-'fhóitf dira long 
hair of the British beatniks who 
crowd by night around Eros’ 
statue in Piccadilly Circus. To 
America from England have 
come the styles of the Mods, 
the Rockers and soon the down- 
to-the-knees male Edwardian, 
pinch waist jackets. 
Now there is a new danger. 
We may get their bargain base­ 
ment, gambling craze, slot ma­ 
chine emporiums such as are 
now operating here on the main 
drags of Charing Cross and Lei 
cester Square. 
Thus gambling here has moved 
from the “gaming clubs” — 
some of which are controlled by 
the toughest of mobs — right 
into working class centers. And 
Parliament, not easily ruffled, 
is deeply disturbed by efforts 
to move the gambling into the 
big factory centers such as 
Coventry, 
Liverpool, 
Man­ 
chester and Leeds. 
If off-the-street store front 
gambling in non-resort areas 
can succeed in the British ur­ 
ban 
centers, 
America’s 
megalopolises can expect mob 
pressure on many a mayor and 
city council to open up U.S. 
streets and shops to the Chi­ 
cago-made slot machine — for 
here, too, the Chicago slot ma­ 
chine is the new vice. 
And it is the opinion offriends 
of mine in Parliament that the 
Mafia and the unknown Union 
Corse (Corsican) are putting a 
pincher on America by be­ 
ginning to operate successfully 
here. 
At lunch in the Parliament 
building the other day, a much 
worried M.P., Maurice Edel­ 
man, author, intellect and rep­ 
resentative 
from Conventry 
East, said bluntly he feared the 
Mafia’s moving in on his own 
industrial constituency — es­ 
pecially the big auto plants. 
Already these bi? factories are 
plagued by “ wildcat” strikes 
cutting production and British 
economy. If the mob began bat­ 
tling amongst itself, as it is 
in London, and turning British 
cities into another Chicago, as 
is Just perceptible in London, 
anything could happen. 
There have been such Chicago 
type killings here that other 
members of Parliament are be­ 
ginning to talk of an Al Ca­ 
pone era. Cop killing, unknown 
in England, has begun. Since 
1910 only 27 policemen have 
been shot and killed. But seven 
of these were mowed down in 
the past four years. 
There have been fast car 
shootings and a Chicago night 
•Pot type slaying. 
At the moment there are but 
70 top criminals as we know 
them — dominated by ten or 
t twelve big time chiefe of the 
type we call ^ crime syndicate 
bosses. 
Here, this Is called 
“ professional crime — crime 
organised as business, employ­ 
ing experts, enforcing dis­ 
cipline and rules of its cam and 
above all making profits.” — 


is the way it is described by 
Qulntln Hogg, of St. Maryle- 
bone, M.P. 
Some say that the big time 
gambling started here when 
Chicago’s 
alleged syndicate 
crime chief, Sam Giancana, 
came here to hear the McGuire 
sisters slag and “took over feT'1 
joint.” Since then it has sprung 
up like flowers in Kew Gar­ 
dens-on-the-Thames. 
But here Giancana’s type of 
Cosa Nostra operation — and 
that of the tough Union Corse 
—is not going to do what comes 
naturally. The mobs have been 
known in the U.S. to own (and 
sell a share in) mayors and 
some town councils. And the 
American mob has moved in on 
hundreds of local unions. 
But not here. 
It was a pleasure to hear the 
Minister of State for the Home 
Dept., the right honorable gen­ 
tleman Roy Jenkins, talk of 
mobilizing Her Majesty’s entire 
government against the mob. 
Right here it must be pointed 
out that certainly not all gam­ 
ing clubs and shops are mob 
owned, or that all U.S. opera­ 
tions are suspicious. The Play­ 
boy Club runs strictly legiti­ 
mate and provides the Las 
Vegas combination of low cost 
food and the sharpest comic 
patter since Joe E. Lewis wore 
knickers. 
On the other hand, the tough 
crowd will face a major running 
battle. Mr. Jenkins reports that 
he has called on the Ministry 
of Defense to provide a unique 
force of helicopters for crime 
fighting. He is using closed 
circuit television in London and 
Liverpool to scan the crime 
areas and other sectors. 
Imaginatively, the Home Sec­ 
retary is developing infra-red 
mechanisms 
to scan some 
streets at night. And he has 
called on the Atomic Weapons 
Research 
Establishment for 
atomic scanning and special 
searching of fingerprints, the 
chemistry of them and other 
types, of crime detection. 
There will be no hiding by the 
organized crime mobster be­ 
hind, non-existent state lines as 
in the U.S. The Home Office is 
working closely with the Com­ 
missioner of the Metropolitan 
Police, Sir Joseph Simpson, and 
* the Crime Commander at Scot­ 
land Yard, Commander Ernest 
MUlens, the Chief Inspector of 
Constabulary here. 
Working 
closely with Mr. 
Jenkins, too, are the specia­ 
lists of the Trades Union Con­ 
gress (the AFL-CIOof Britain). 
They’ve done their own probes. 
They’ve been in most of the 
spots and know which are clean, 
which are mob run by Ameri­ 
can, 
Corsican 
or 
other 
Euorpean-type Mafia hoods. 
The labor leaders here will 
make certain, they say, that the 
big industrial centers are not 
corrupted. And when I asked 
about mob infiltration in their 
own ranks, they looked at me as 
though I had Just suggested that 
Neville Chamberlain had been 
reincarnated and named labor’s 
General Secretary. 
Only in America can fee mob 
capture a local union or domi­ 
nate a big international. Sad, 
but true.

NEW YORK (AP) — After a 
long, hot summer there is good 
news for Labor Day weekend 
food shoppers. 
Food prices eased slightly 
this week after a summer-long 
march upward. 
Stores have stocked up on 
beef for specials. More abun­ 
dant supplies and slow demand 
have combined to push pork 
prices down, too. 
Beef prices are expected to 
rise with cooler weather and 
back-to-school demand. 
The 
only thing holding them down 
will be larger supplies of pork, 
chicken and turkeys. 
The most substantial price re­ 
duction probably will be for 
pork, reflecting increased sup­ 
plies. Bacon, ham and pork 
chops will be featured in mar­ 
kets across the nation in the 
months ahead. 
The only bad news for the 
holiday is in the butter and egg 
department. Butter is up one 
cent a pound this week on the 
West Coast and 2 cents in the 
New York area. Eggs are up 2 
cents a dozen around New York, 
but have eased slightly in the 
Southwest. 
It has been a withering sum­ 
mer in the produce department, 
and the outlook is for about 6 
per cent less fresh fruit this fell 
than last year. 
Supplies of fresh oranges and 
grapefruit are at their seasonal 
lows, but there should be more 
than usual this fail. 
The first apples of the season 
are arriving in volume at mar­ 
kets in the Southwest, along 
with the first Florida avocados 
of the year. 
Sweet corn is in good supply. 
Carrots, celery, onions, pep­ 
pers, potatoes, radishes and 
tomatoes are generally plenti­ 
ful. 
In the fruit department, there 
are bananas, cantaloupes and 
pears, and in some areas, those 
last vestiges of summer — wa­ 
termelons.

The Missouri State High School

recently mailed each member 
school the rating which it re­ 
ceived 
for 
sportsmanship at 
basketball contests last year. 
The ratings are used as a basis 
in 
determining 
where 
each 
school ranks in sportsmanship 
at athletic, contests as com­ 
pared with other schools around 
the state. 
The 
present 
rating system 
first went into effect during 
the 1956-57 school year. Under 
this system, the officials work­ 
ing basketball and football con­ 
tests rate each school on a 
number 
of factors 
such asj 
sportsmanship 
of 
players, 
coaches, and fans; cooperation 
of cheerleaders; game admini­ 
stration; playing conditions; and 
moral tone (including gambling 
and drinking). Each school's 
ratings from the various of­ 
ficials are then averaged to 
provide the school with a sep­ 
arate rating for both basket­ 
ball and football. Schools also 


receive a list of the number 
of 
times each factor is men­ 
tioned by an official as need­ 
ing 
improvement. 
This then 
gives the school some idea of 
their weaknesses so that they 
will know which factors need 
the most attention in striving 
for improvement. 


Since 
this system first went 
into effect, there has been a 
steady improvement in sports­ 
manship 
around 
the 
state, 


thereby enhancing the educa­ 
tional values of athletic com­ 
petition.

The lesson was simple: Try to 
avoid public brawls with the 
men in the Capitol. 
The three next presidents- 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, John F. 
Kennedy and Lyndon B. John­ 
son—couldn't

from the lesson. But their politi­ 
cal instincts apparently were 
different anyway. 
Instead of the head-banging 
that Truman went through, all 
three tried to get along with 
Congress in public, at least, 
even when frustrated and no 
matter how they felt privately. 
But then none of them ever 
had to endure what Truman en­ 
countered. He had the opposi­ 
tion party—in his case, the Re­ 
publicans—on his back almost 
from the start of his presidency. 
And some of the Republicans, 
like Sens. Joseph R. McCarthy 
and Robert A. Taft—baited and 
attacked him endlessly. Truman 
let them push him into shouting 
matches.

Johnson won in 1964, so did the 
Democrats by such a huge 
margin that they not only kept 
control of Congress but outnum­ 
bered the Republicans there by 
better than 2 to 1 in the House 
and Senate. 
In 1965, his first elected year, 
Johnson got such tremendous 
cooperation from Congress that 
its record of major legislation 
passed was probably the best in 
any one congressional year in 
history. 
The honeymoon chilled a bit 
this year but Johnson kept his 
frustrations pretty well con­ 
cealed, which can be taken as a 
deliverate political technique. 
He has worked at being a kind 
of daddy for a happy Demo­

MD SUPPLY GROWS 
WITH POPULATION 
The doctor population in the 
United States is growing faster 
than the general population. 
This is the good news from the 
Council of Medical Education of 
the American Medical Associa­ 
tion. 
In 1960 there was one doctor 
for every 737 persons, reports 
the council, while In 1965 there 
was one physician for every 
681 persons. The picture is ex­ 
pected to be even brighter by 
1975 when there are expected to 
be about 360,000 doctors for an 
estimated 230,000,000 Ameri­ 
cans — or one doctor for every 
638 persons. 
The number of medical schools 
is expanding too. At present 
there are 88 medical schools 
in the country and by 1970, 
says the council, there will be 
13 more. By 1975 another six 
will open their doors to future 
doctors of America.

It looks Uke the stork is out 
of a job. when Hans Kreitler 
of Tel Aviv University ques­ 
tioned 185 kindergarten children 
on the subject of babies, most 
of them agreed that they come 
from mother's tummy. 


They had different theories ac­ 
counting for its being there, 
however, and Mr. Kreitler found 
that their answers differed not 
so much according to their 
country of origin (they were of 
European, American, North Af­ 
rican and Asian ancestry) but

to 
whether 
the 
children 
were Western or 
Oriental. 
Western children were of the 
opinion that baby got there be­ 
cause mother ate a lot. Orien­ 
tal children were divided. Most 
believed that the baby had al­ 
ways been there and had been 
in Grandma's stomach before 
that.

While most of the children 
agreed that baby grew, ate and 
slept while in mother’s tummy, 
75 percent of the Western girls 
felt he was miserable, lonely 
and afraid of the dark. Only a 
few Oriental girls thought this 
and no boy did. There was gen­ 
eral agreement that mother’s 
iomach had to be cut open to 
get the baby out. 
What about father? His only 
contribution to the event was 
helping around the house after­ 
wards. Oriental boys favored 
his more masculine activities 
such as reading the newspaper 
or hitting the mother as having 
something to do with it.

It’s a wise patient who has 
the forethought to give his den­ 
tist a profile of his health sta­ 
tus before any dental work is 
begun.

Health Official Feels Measles 
Can Be Wiped out Within Year 


KANSAS CITY (AP) — What 
will the country be like without 
measles? 
For thousands of children an 
annual spring vacation from 
school will end«albeit spent in 
a darkened room covered with 
an itchy red rash. 
But the lives of over 400 will 
be saved and countless others 
spared physical or mental re* 
tardatlon, impaired hearing or 
chronic lung disease. 
New legislation in Kansas and 
Michigan is one of die reasons 
Dr. Robert J. Warren says: 
"We can expect virtual eradica* 
«on of die measles within a 
year • versus previous 
esti­ 
mates of 1969.** 
Dr. Warren heads the United 
States Public Health Service's 
measles vaccine program and 
is chief of the Childhood Viral 
Diseases Unit of the Communi­ 
cable Disease Center in Atlanta. 
Both Kansas and Michigan re­ 
quire children entering ele­ 
mentary schools for the first 
timfe this fall or as transfer 


measles vaccine. 
This, is in addition to 
re­ 
quirements in both states for 
vaccination 
against 
polio, 
tetanus, whooping cough, dip- 
theria and small pox. 
Why should a common disease 
of childhood like measles be 
grouped with these killing and 
maiming maladies? 
^Beriou* 
complications of 
measles are commoner than is 
generally supposed,** an En­ 
glish expert, Dr. D .L . Miller, 
has written. 


Before the advent of measles 
vaccine in 1963, there were 
about four million cases a year 
in the UJB. with an average of 
421 deaths, according to UJBJP. 
HJS. statistics. 
Complications occur in an esti­ 
mated 5 to 10 per cent of cases, 
ranging from potentially fatal 
encephalitis (inflammation of 
the brain) and pneumonia to 
bronchitis and middle ear in­ 
fection. 
Dr. Warren feels the battle is 
about one half won in this coun­ 
try with 12 million susceptibles 
(children under 10 years old)al­ 
ready vaccinated with 12 million 
to go. 
The latest Public Health Ser­ 
vice figures through Aug. 20 
show 197,665 cases this year, 
against 239,074 for a sim ilar 
1965 period and a five year 
median of 393,740. The 1966 
total for the period is the lowest 
in 20 years. 
Another recent development, 
according to Dr. Warren, is the 
distribution by the Federal gov­ 
ernment of 1.5 million dosfs .of 
vaccine 9Bp over*l06dtate i 
cal health departments fo r] 
administration in their clinics. 
Dr. Warren says mass vac­ 
cination programs this 
year 
qlso have helped prompt his 
optimism. 
“ For example in Rhode Island 
31,000 children were vaccinated 
In four hours one Sunday in Jan­ 
uary during a faliszard,** he 
noted. “ Delaware has launched 
a statewide drive and mass pro­ 
grams were held in Catawba 
County, NjC* and Laredo, Tex. 
A startling discovery this year 
was that the vaccine could stop 


epidemics In progress. 
“In areas of Kentucky and 
New Jersey we did it by vaci- 
nating all first and second gra­ 
ders,** 
Dr. Warren says. "In 
Michigan and California it was 
done through universal vaccina­ 
tion.** 
The first live vaccine, known 
as the **Edmonston,** was devel­ 
oped by Dr. John F. Enders of 
Boston, a Nobel Prizewinner. 
Initially the one shot live vac­ 
cine was quite expensive and 
also caused symptoms in well 
over 50 per cent of children 
which resembled a mild form of 
the measles. In 30 to 40 per 
cent, fever soared as high as 
103, causing 
isolated 
inci­ 
dents of convulsions. 


The original vaccine was sub­ 
sequently attenuated to produce 
the Schwarz vaccine, which 
causes fewer cases of the mild 
disease and today the price is 
well under one dollar. 


Critics of the vaccines con­ 
tend mat they have not been 
sGpwa 4o afford long term pro-, 
tedtlan. 
Dr. Warren discounts this: 
“As far as we can tell to date, 
both strains seem to have long 
lasting, probably lifelong, im­ 
munity.** 
D r. John Ribble, associate pro­ 
fessor of pediatrics at Cornell 
University Medical College in 
New York City says the same 
question of lasting mmunity is 
posed by oral polio vaccine. "If 
the protection in either case 
does not prove to be lasting, 
we*ll simply reimmunize every­ 
one,” he said.

NEW YORK (AP) — By the 
dozens and hundreds, people are 
telling ill in T e a s and the Far 
East from sudden explosions of 
so-called “ Sleeping sickness,** 
and for many the sleep is forev­ 
er. 
This “ sleeping sickness“ is, 
more precisely, known as ence­ 
phalitis. The cause is a virus 
which can produce inflamma­ 
tion and destructive changes in 
the brain and spinal cord — or 
no real symptoms at all. 
Epidemics, such as occurring 
now, are unusual In the United 
States. 
The virus striking in T e a s is 
a form known as St.Louisence- 
, phalitis, where it was first Ob­ 
served some years ago. The vi­ 
rus responsible in K ora and 
Japan is, presumably, a close 
relative known as Japanese B 
encephalitis. Two other related 
forms 
that sometimes also 
strike individuals 
or inepi- 
demic proportions are Eastern 
equine and Western equine en­ 
cephalitis. 
There are mysteries still 
about these viruses. 
Birds are apparently the main 
reservoir of St. Louis encep­ 
halitis virus. Mosquitos of the 
Culex family are the carriers, 
transferring the virus from in­ 
fected birds to humans, and to 
other animals. Some species of 
birds die from the virus, while 
others are not sickened at all, 
medical texts explain. 
Most 
humans 
infected by 
mosquito bites never show any 
signs of illness, or have gen­ 
eralized symptoms, including 
fever. 
But once in a while, encephal­ 
itis bursts forth in epidemic 
form. Health officials in Texas 
blame the current outbreak 
partly upon heavy recent rains 
that tevored the breeding of 
mosquitoes, and in a counterat­ 
tack have been spraying an in­ 
secticide from airplanes and 
trucks.' - 
Past epidemics of encephalitis 
in this country have taken up to 
a score of lives at a time. 
Deqpite the m ate “ equine** 
for two forms of the virus, hu­ 


mans do not contract the dis­ 
ease from infected horses, says 
Today's Health Guide, published 
by the American Medical Asso­ 
ciation. Vaccines are available 
to protect horses and mules, but 
sim ilar vaccines are not gener­ 
ally recommended tor humans, 
it adds. 
Mild infections, or those that 
go unnoticed, presumably give 
people Immunity against the 
virus. Epidemics may occur 
because people have not been 
exposed much in the past, and 
the virus may hit harder at 
tim es, says one physician te mil­ 
iar with the disease. 
The virus infection can bring 
on high fever, convulsions and 
generalized 
rigidity, head­ 
aches, 
muscle pains and sto­ 
mach upsets, and coma and de­ 
lirium in more severe stages. 
The Eastern equine form of di­ 
sease Is usually more severe 
and fulminating or rapid than 
other varieties, says the Merck 
Manual, an authoritative medi­ 
cal book for physicians. 
And as yet, it adds, there is 
no specific drug to help vic­ 
tim s.

Arkansas man for a stay of his 
scheduled execution Friday on 
a rape conviction. 
William L. Maxwell said there 
had been “ discriminatory ap­ 
plication of the death penalty** 
in his case. He presented what 
he said was an analysis of death 
penalties in 19 Arkansas coun­ 
ties In support of his charge- 
Maxwell, a Negro, was con­ 
victed in Garland County, Ark^ 
in connection with the rape of 
a white woman in April 1963. 
U.S. District judge J . Smith 
Henley of Little Rock, Ark., de­ 
nied 
him a stay of execution 
last Friday. 
Maxwel 1 has appealed twice 
to the high court.

Enrollment figures, reported 
on the third day of school, in­ 
dicate a total enrollment of 3,- 
936 resident students and 125 
more students from neighboring 
schools enrolled part • time in 
the trade • tecynlcal program. 
They are distributed in the var­ 
ious schools in the system as 
follows: Airport - 392, Lee 
Hunter - 499, Lincoln - 341, 
Matthews •. 353, Southwest — 
510 for a total of 2,074 in the 
elementary schools. Nine hun­ 
dred sixty seven Middle School 
enrollees and 795 in the Senior 
High School make up 1,762 at 
the secondary level.

The figure Is somewhat higher 
in the fittkeston High School sys­ 
tem but in both cases a large 
majority of our students are 
now ending their formal educa­ 
tion with, or even before grad­ 
uation from high school.Conse­ 
quently, they are not prepared 
to get a Job In a labor market 
that is 
more and more de­ 
manding 
of knowledge and 
skills. Unfortunately, many of 
them are unemployed and may 
become frustrated as a result 
of their inability to compete 
tor work. Some 
even become 
institutional 
cases. The un­ 
trained and unemployed make 
up a part of our prison popula­ 
tion or otherwise require in­ 
stitutional support. This is ex­ 
pensive tor the 
individual, 
especially so tor the taxpayers 
and for society as a whole. 
A community college, to gen­ 
erally embrace an area of the 
majority of the school districts 
in New Madrid, Stoddard, Mis­ 
sissippi and Scott counties could 
do much tor these young people. 
It could provide two year ter­ 
minal education with stress on 
the vocations. Two years con- 
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centrated in a technical 
or 
semi -professional educational 
field would give these people the 
background for well paid jobs. 
Those who desired might, if they 
were successful in the commu­ 
nity college, receive additional 
training in a tour year college. 
All of this they could get 
at 
much less cost to themselves 
as most could live at home and 
commute and possibly hold down 
some kind of Job. The cost, most 
of which would be borne by the 
state and the federal govern­ 
ment, would be negUbta to the 
student. The local tax money 
required to support such a 
school would be more than bal­ 
anced out by the added benefits 
to youth and adults of the area, 
the Industry which would 
be 
attracted to Southeast Missou­ 
ri, the increase in property 
values and the generally better 


business climate. 
We 
are losing population. 
These young people, mostly un­ 
prepared, are leaving to seek 
Jobs elsewhere. Usually they do 
not get them or do not get the 
kind of Jobs tor which they could 
be prepared. A community col­ 
lege in the area could reverse 
this trend because of business 
and industry which would be at­ 
tracted here as a result of the 
skilled labor which would thus 
be made available.

Individual Freedom And 
The Common Defence 


by Walter MUHs 


“Covert” intelligence is that 
which is secretly acquired, 
through secret agents — “ spy 
rings” — established in the 
hostile country or, much more 
important today, through the 
secret interception of the other 
country's communications and 
the breaking of its codes. Most 
of the major wartime triumphs 
of covert intelligence were ac­ 
complished 
by 
this 
latter 
means, or by aerial photo­ 
graphy. In active war, covert 
intelligence assumes a rela­ 
tively greater importance than 
the overt kind; it is still re­ 
markable how few and unimpor­ 
tant are the successes attrib­ 
uted in the literature to covert 
espionage by individual opera­ 
tives. 


Intelligence is often cate­ 
gorized in a different way — 
as “ military,” “strategic,” or 
“ counter - intelligence.” Mili­ 
tary intelligence in peacetime is 
concerned 
with 
penetrating 
another power's war plans, 
weapons design, numbers and 
locations of his troops, and 
with the identification of his 
vital strategic targets. Strate­ 
gic Intelligence is more broad­ 
ly concerned with his national 
capabilities and intentions; it 
concentrates on political and 
economic 
information 
con­ 
cerning him, the personalities 
of his leaders, the opportuni­ 
ties for propaganda offensives. 
This division is not sharp. Mili­ 
tary intelligence agencies must 


consider political and economic 
factors as well as those of a 
more strictly military kind; 
strategic intelligence agencies 
cannot of course, overlook the 
other power's military capa­ 
bilities. Both overt and covert 
methods are used by both types 
of Intelligence, though perhaps 
in v a r y i n g proportions. 
Counter-intelligence, the third 
of these categories, is almost 
wholly covert; it concentrates 
on penetrating the other power's 
intelligence systems, unmask­ 
ing its agents, interrupting their 
activities or (rather more fre­ 
quently, it would seem) utilizing 
them as sources through which 
to feed misleading information 
back to their principals. 
Most works on these obscure 
subjects, and most public in­ 
formation which comes to light, 
suggest that counter-intelli­ 
gence consumes a dispropor­ 
tionate amount of l.he time and 
energies of all intelligence sys­ 
tems. The double agent is so 
familiar a figure that one is 
led to wonder a little what the 
whole activity may add 
One derives the impression that 
all the intelligence agencies are 
engaged in a kind of game, in 
which the detection and execu­ 
tion of the other side’s agents 
is a much more important ob­ 
ject than the interruption of 
the information they may be 
transmitting, most of which is 
of littie practical consequence 
anyway.

This 
ty pe of tragedy was repeated as 
recently as 1943, but when fam­ 
ine threatened this y ear the 
United States shipped millions 
of tons of grain to India. 
These advances have helped 
double India's population since 
1901. Unless the birth rate is 
drastically reduced, it will dou­ 
ble again — to one billion peo­ 
ple — by 2000. 
India's 500 mfllfons liv e in 
roughtly the same area as A r­ 
gentina, which has 22 million. 
The population grows each y ear 
by more than 12 million people, 
an increase equal to Australia's 
total population.

Plane 
Crash 
Kills 95 


LJUBLJANA, Yugoslavia AP 
— A British airliner carrying 
117 persons on a vacation to 
Yugoslavia 
crashed 
and 
burned today as it came in for 
a landing and 95 persons per­ 
ished. 
Officials here said 80 persons 
died when the plane plunged 
into a woods shortly after mid­ 
night in cloudy weather 
near 
the airport of this mountain 
city. 
The other victims died in hos­ 
pitals or on the way. Officials 
said that of the 22 survivors, 
two were in serious condition 
but the others were out of dan­ 
ger. 
Rescue workers 
said those 
who survived seated in the back 
of the piano. 
When the first rescurers ap­ 
peared, about a dozen survivors 
were stumbling about, weeping 
in shock and hysteria. 
It was the worst air disaster 
in Yugoslav history. 
The four -engine Britannia 
turboprop crashed shortly aft­ 
er midnight on a flight from 
Luton Airport, 30 miles north 
of London. 
The plane had just cleared the 
snow • covered peaks of north 
Yugoslavia’s Julian Alps which 
rim this prosperous and modern 
capital of Slovenia. It was com­ 
ing in tor a normal landing 
when it crashed in a field near 
the runway. 
The passengers were British 
tourists coming to Yugoslavia 
for a late summer vacation. 
Suvlvors were rushed to the 
L JublJana hospital, which Issued 
an Immediate appeal for blood 
donations. 
Authorities in Ljubljana, 80 
miles northeast of 
Trieste, 
rushed an investigating com­ 
mission to the crash site. 
Ljubljana police said 80 per­ 
sons were killed in the crash, 
five others died en route to hos­ 
pitals, and five others after ad­ 
mission to hospitals. 
The plane was flown by Bri­ 
tannia Airways, which operates 
charter 
flights tor British 
travel agencies. It was the com­ 
pany’s first accident since it 
was formed five years ago. 
The Britannia 102 plunged 
into a field near Ljubljana’s 
Bralk Airport in the vicinity 
of the village of Modemnda. 
There was 
no immediate 
word on Identities of the dead 
and the survivors. 
Britannia Airways sent an 
emergency flight from Luton to 
bring company officials here. 
The last major crash involv­ 
ing a British - owned airliner 
was cm March 5 when a British 
Overseas Airways Corp. Boeing 
707 Jet crashed near Tokyo with 
the loss of 124 lives. 
The last Britannia to crash, 
also a charter plane, 
came 
down in the mountains 
near 
Innsbruck, Austria, in Febru­ 
ary, 1964, killing 83 persons. 
Among the injured survivors 
were Arthur Rowel iff of Dun- 
day, Berkshire, his wife Mar­ 
garet and daughter Pania. 
From his hospital bed Row- 
cliff said: - 
**We were all sitting together 
in the back of the plane when I 
suddenly felt the plane starting 
to fly slower. At the same time 
it started to vibrate. A few sec­ 
onds later we crashed. 
The 
plane bounced back into the air 
and then hit down again. 
"We were thrown out of the 
plane into the clear. 1 say my * 
daughter lying amoung wreck­ 
age as though she were dead. I 
managed to get her out even 


though my head and hands were 
injured. My 
wife Margaret 
seems to be even more serious­ 
ly hurt.”

the problem of major labor disputes in which 
the public interest is paramount. 
Fumbling at the White House and at the Capi­ 
tol in the recent airline strike demonstrated 
all too clearly that make-shift handling of 
emergency strikes broadly affecting the public 
interest simply^ will not §uffi,ce. A searching 
look at the overall labor-management problem 
m ^ n d a t n r y, 
------------ 
The cards are now stacked in favor of m ili­ 
tant unions who disregard the public welfare 
in pursuit of their own goals. Too often the 
unspoken attitude of union leaders is the pub- 
lic-be-dam ned. How much longer will the pub­ 
lic and their elected representatives stand for 
such arrogance? 
The problem is not new. It dates back at 
least 20 years. The last Republican Congress 
tried to even the scales by enacting the Taft- 
Hartley Act in 1949. It has been a useful law 
but its emergency strike provisions are not 
adequate to 1966 needs, and it does not apply 
to the transportation industries. Airline dis­ 
putes fall under the Railway Labor Act. 
Every time there is a major strike 
crisis, 
the President and Congress are forced to step 
in on an ad hoc basis. This may or may not 
get the nation over an immediate hump but 
no long-term solution is provided. In 1963, 
Congress intervened in a railroad crisis, forc­ 
ing compulsory arbitration of the dispute. The 
law 
applied 
only to the emergency then at 
hand. 
POLITICAL COWARDICE BLOCKS ACTION 
History proves that when rain pours through 
a hole in the roof, Congress will apply a patch. 
But when it is not raining, nothing is done to 
prepare for the next storm, even though every­ 
body knows there will be more rain and the 
prudent thing to do is get ready. Political 
cowardice — the fear of reprisals by union 
politicians — is the only possible explanation. 
As Sen. Robert P. Griffin (R., Mich.) said 
early in the airline strike: “ Long ago Con­ 
gress should have undertaken, in an orderly 
fashion, a serious review of our labor laws 
and the broad policy problems associated with 
industry-wide bargaining and strikes.” 
Last January, in his State of the Union m essage, 
President Johnson declared: “ I also intend to 
ask the Congress to consider measures which, 
without improperly invading state and local au­ 
thority, will enable us effectively to deal with 
strikes which threaten irreparable damage to the 
national interest.” 
The President never followed through on that 
prom ise, possibly because of bitter opposition 
ilDm union leaders to whom he is beholden 
for political support. When asked about the 
unfulfilled promise, LBJ has explained that his 
advisors have not been able to agree on what 
to propose. It could be that the advisors did 
not have their heart in their work. 
The machinists have just demonstrated the need 
for the type of legislation proposed by the 
President last January. They have proved that 
by saying “ no” to an emergency board recom­ 
mendation, and then saying “ no” again to the 
President’s own heralded settlement, they can up 
the ante at each round in the game. Meanwhile 
the public suffered. 
A wave of major strikes has been forecast 
in the next year or so. as many labor con­ 


tracts will expire in major industries in 1967. 
Possible em ergencies are foreseen in the tele­ 
phone, electric, trucking, railroad, steel, and 
auto industries. Prosperity and 
inflation are 
combining to make the unions even more de­ 
manding than usual. 
Congress would do well to lay its plans now. 
Legislation can hardly be expected this year 
but plans should be made now to make strike 
legislation a top priority in 1967. A convenient 
vehicle is available in a study resolution backed 
by a dozen Senators and pending since July 
in the Senate Labor Committee. 
It is S.J. Res. 174, by Sen. Griffin, to create 
a Joint Committee on Industry-wide Bargaining, 
composed of eight Senators and eight Repre­ 
sentatives, half from each party. This would be 
a study group charged with assessing the prob­ 
lem and recommending a solution. 
It may be unrealistic to expect that a Demo­ 
cratic Congress will embrace a resolution 
fathered by a freshman Republican, albeit one 
experienced in labor matters during prior 
House service. Nevertheless something along 
the lines of the Griffin resolution is needed 
now.

London: -- From not so foggy 
London town, our own younger 
people -- the work force of 
tomorrow — have borrowed the 
down - to - the »- shoulders long 
hair of the British beatniks who 
crowd by night around Eros' 
statue in Piccadilly Circus. To 
America from England have 
come the styles of the Mods, 
the Rockers and soon the down- 
to-the-knees male Edwardian, 
pinch waist jackets.

The cards are now stacked in favor of mili­ 
tant unions who disregard the public welfare 
in pursuit of their own goals. Too often the 
unspoken attitude of union leaders is the pub- 
lic-be-damned. How much longer will the pub­ 
lic and their elected representatives stand for 
such arrogance? 
The problem is not new, It dates back at 
least 20 years. The last Republican Congress 
tried to even the scales by enacting the Taft- 
Hartley Act in 1949, It has been a useful law 
but its emergency strike provisions are not 
adequate to 1966 needs, and it does not apply 
to the transportation industries. Airline dis­ 
putes fall under the Railway Labor Act. 
Every time there is a major strike 
crisis, 
the President and Congress are forced to step 
in on an ad hoc basis. This may or may not 
get the nation over an immediate hump but 
no long-term solution is provided. In 1963, 
Congress intervened in a railroad crisis, forc­ 
ing compulsory arbitration of the dispute. The

POLITICAL COWARDICE BLOCKS ACTION 
History proves that when rain pours through 
a hole in the roof, Congress will apply a patch. 
But when it is not raining, nothing is done to 
prepare for the next storm, even though every­ 
body knows there will be more rain and the 
prudent thing to do is get ready. Political 
cowardice -- the fear of reprisals by union 
politicians -- is the only possible explanation. 
As Sen. Robert P. Griffin (R., Mich.) said 
early in the airline strike: “ Long ago Con­ 
gress should have undertaken, in an orderly 
fashion, a serious review of our labor laws 
and the broad policy problems associated with 
industry-wide bargaining and strik es.” 
Last January, in his State of the Union message, 
President Johnson declared: “ I also intend to 
ask the Congress to consider m easures which, 
without improperly invading state and local au­ 
thority, will enable us effectively to deal with 
strikes which threaten irreparable damage to the 
national interest.” 
The President never followed through on that 
prom ise, possibly because of bitter opposition 
irom union leaders to whom he is beholden 
for political support. When asked about the 
unfulfilled prom ise, LBJ has explained that his 
advisors have not been able to agree on what 
to propose. It could be that the advisors did 
not have their heart in their work. 
Hie machinists have just demonstrated the need 
for the type of legislation proposed by the 
President last January.

Ease Slightly 


NEW YORK (A P) — After a 
long, hot summer there is good 
news for Labor Day weekend 
food shoppers. 
Food prices eased slightly 
this week after a summer-long 
march upward. 
Stores have stocked up on 
beef for specials. More abun­ 
dant supplies and slow demand 
have combined to push pork 
prices down, too. 
Beef prices are expected to 
rise with cooler weather and 
back-to-school demand. 
The 
only thing holding them down 
will be larger supplies of pork, 
chicken and turkeys. 
The most substantial price re­ 
duction probably will be for 
pork, reflecting increased sup­ 
plies. Bacon, ham and pork 
chops will be featured in mar­ 
kets across the nation in the 
months ahead. 
The only bad news for the 
holiday is in the butter and egg 
department. Butter is up one 
cent a pound this week on the 
West Coast and 2 cents in the 
New York area. Eggs are up 2 
cents a dozen around New York, 
but have eased slightly in the 
Southwest. 
It has been a withering sum­ 
mer in the produce department, 
and the outlook is for about 6 
per cent less fresh fruit this fall 
than last year. 
Supplies of fresh oranges and 
grapefruit are at their seasonal 
lows, but there should be more 
than usual this fall. 
The first apples of the season 
are arriving in volume at mar­ 
kets in the Southwest, along 
with the first Florida avocados 
of the year.

NEW YORK (AP) — After a 
long, hot summer there is good 
news for Labor Day weekend 
food shoppers. 
Food prices eased slightly 
this week after a summer-long 
march upward. 
Stores have stocked up on 
beef for specials. More abun- 
dant supplies and slow demand 
have combined to push pork 
prices down, too. 
Beef prices are expected to 
rise with cooler weather and 
back-to.school demand. 
The 
only thing holding them down 
wUl be larger supplies of pork, 
chicken and turkeys. 
The most substantial price re­ 
duction probably wUl be for 
pork, reflecting Increased sup­ 
plies. Bacon, ham and pork 
chops wUl be featured in mar­ 
kets across the nation in the 
months ahead. 
The only bad news for the 
holiday Is In the butter and egg 
department. Butter Is up one 
cent a pound this week on the 
West Coast and 2 cents in the 
New York area. Eggs are up 2 
cents a dozen around New York, 
but have eased slightly in the 
Southwest. 
It lias been a withering sum­ 
mer in the produce department, 
and the outlook is for about 6 
per cent less fresh fruit this till 
than last year. 
Supplies of fresh oranges and 
grapefruit are at their seasonal 
lows, but there should be more 
than usual this fall. 
The first apples of the season 
are arriving in volume at mar­ 
kets in the Southwest, along 
with the first Florida avocados 
of the year. 
Sweet corn is in good supply. 
Carrots, celery, onions, pep­ 
pers, potatoes, radishes and 
tomatoes are generally plenti­ 
ful. 
In the fruit department, there 
are bananas, cantaloupes and 
pears, and in some areas, those 
last vestiges of summer — wa­ 
termelons.

MD SUPPLY GROWS 
WITH POPULATION 
The doctor population In the 
United States is growing faster 
than the 
general population. 
This Is the good news from the 
Council of Medical Education of 
the American Medical Associa­ 
tion. 
In 1960 there was one doctor 
for every 737 persons, reports 
the council, while In 1965 there 
was one physician for every 
681 persons. The picture is ex­ 
pected to be even brighter by 
1975 when there are expected to 
be about 360,000 doctors for an 
estimated 230,000,000 Ameri­ 
cans — or one doctor for every 
638 persons. 
The number of medical schools 
Is expanding too. At present 
there are 88 medical schools 
In the country and by 1970, 
says the council, there will be 
13 more. By 1975 another six 
will open their doors to future 
doctors of America.

Health Official Feels Measles 
Can Be Wiped out Within Year 


KANSAS CITY (AP) — What 
will the country be like without 
measles? 
For thousands of children an 
annual spring vacation from 
school will end^lbeit spent in 
a darkened room covered with 
an itchy red rash. 
But the lives of over 400 will 
be saved and countless others 
spared physical or mental re. 
tardation, impaired hearing or 
chronic lung disease. 
New legislation in Kansas and 
Michigan is one of the reasons 
Dr. Robert J. Warren says: 
“ We can expect virtual eradica. 
tion of the measles within a 
year - versus previous 
esti­ 
mates of 1969.” 
Dr. Warren heads the United 
States Public Health Service's 
measles vaccine program and 
is chief of the Childhood Viral 
Diseases Unit of the Communi­ 
cable Disease Center in Atlanta. 
Both Kansas and Michigan re­ 
quire children 
entering ele­ 
mentary schools for the first 
time this fall or as transfer 
students ; ifi higher , grasps to 
certify 
they have -received 
measles vaccine. 
This is in addition to 
re­ 
quirements in both states for 
vaccination 
against 
polio, 
tetanus, whooping cough, dlp- 
theria and small pox. 
Why should a common disease 
of childhood like measles be 
grouped with these killing and 
maiming maladies? 
“Serious 
complications of 
measles are commoner than is 
generally supposed,” an En­ 
glish expert, Dr. D .L . Miller, 
has written. 


Before the advent of measles 
vaccine in 1963, there were 
about four million cases a year 
in the UJS. with an average of 
421 deaths, according to UJS .P. 
HJS. statistics. 
Complications occur in an esti­ 
mated 5 to 10 per cent of cases, 
ranging from potentially total 
encephalitis (inflammation of 
the brain) and pneumonia to 
bronchitis and middle ear in­ 
fection. 
Dr. Warren feels the battle is 
about one half won in this coun­ 
try with 12 million susceptibles 
(children under 10yearsold)ai« 
ready vaccinated with 12 million 
to go. 
The latest Public Health Ser­ 
vice figures through Aug. 20 
show 187,665 cases this year, 
against 238,074 for a similar 
1965 period and a five year 
median of 383,740. The 1966 
total for the period is the lowest 
in 20 years. 
Another recent development, 
according to Dr. Warren, is the 
distribution by the Federal gov­ 
ernment of 1.5 million doses of 
vaccine 
over *100 state and lo­ 
cal health departments for free 
administration in their clinics. 
Dr. Warren says mass vac­ 
cination programs this 
year 
qiso have helped prompt his 
optimism. 
“ For example in Rhode Island 
31,000 children were vaccinated 
in four hours one Sunday in Jan­ 
uary during a hiizzard,” he 
noted. “ Delaware has launched 
a statewide drive and mass pro­ 
grams were held in Catawba 
County, N.C., and Laredo, Tex. 
A startling discovery this year 
was that the vaccine could stop 


epidemics in progress. 
“ In areas of Kentucky and 
New Jersey we did it by vaci- 
nating all first and second gra­ 
ders,” 
Dr. Warren says. “ In 
Michigan and California it was 
done through universal vaccina­ 
tion.” 
The first live vaccine, known 
as the “ Edmonston,” was devel­ 
oped by Dr. John F. Enders of 
Boston, a Nobel Prize winner. 
Initially the one shot live vac­ 
cine was quite expensive and 
also caused symptoms in well 
over 50 per cent of children 
which resembled a mild form of 
the measles. In 30 to 40 per 
cent, fever soared as high as 
103, causing 
isolated 
inci­ 
dents of convulsions. 
The original vaccine was sub­ 
sequently attenuated to produce 
the Schwarz 
vaccine, which 
causes fewer cases of the mild 
disease and today the price is 
well under one dollar. 


Critics of the vaccines con­ 
tend that they have not been 
shown to afford long term pro­ 
tection. 
Dr. Warren discounts this: 
“As tor as we can tell to date, 
both strains seem to have long 
lasting, probably lifelong, im­ 
munity.” 
Dr. John Ribble, associate pro­ 
fessor of pediatrics at Cornell 
University Medical College in 
New York City says the same 
question of lasting mmunity is 
posed by oral polio vaccine. “ If 
the protection in either case 
does not prove to be lasting, 
we'll simply reimmuni zee very- 
one,” he said.

NEW YORK (AP) — By the 
dozens and hundreds, people are 
tolling ill in Texas and the Far 
East from sudden explosions of 
so-called “ sleeping sickness,” 
and for many the sleep is forev­ 
er. 
This “ sleeping sickness” is, 
more precisely, known as ence­ 
phalitis. The cause is a virus 
which can produce inflamma­ 
tion and destructive changes in 
the brain and spinal cord — or 
no real symptoms at all. 
Epidemics, such as occurring 
now, are unusual in the United 
States. 
The virus striking in Texas is 
a form known as St.Louis ence­ 
phalitis, where it was first ob­ 
served some years ago. The vi­ 
rus responsible in Korea and 
Japan is, presumably, a close 
relative known as Japanese B 
encephalitis. Two other related 
forms 
that 
sometimes also 
strike individuals 
or 
inepi- 
demic proportions are Eastern 
equine and Western equine en­ 
cephalitis. 
There are mysteries still 
about these viruses. 
Birds are apparently the main 
reservoir of St. Louis 
encep­ 
halitis virus. Mosquitos of the 
Culex family are the carriers, 
transferring the virus from in­ 
fected birds to humans, and to 
other animals. Some species of 
birds die from the virus, while 
others are not sickened at all, 
medical texts explain. 
Most 
humans 
infected by 
mosquito bites never show any 
signs of illness, or have gen­ 
eralized symptoms, including 
fever. 
But once in a while, encephal­ 
itis bursts forth in epidemic 
form. Health officials in Texas 
blame 
the current outbreak 
partly upon heavy recent rains 
that favored the breeding of 
mosquitoes, and in a counterat­ 
tack have been spraying an in­ 
secticide from airplanes and 
trucks.' ' 
Past epidemics of encephalitis 
in this country have taken up to 
a score of lives at a time. 
Despite the name “ equine”

“ Covert” intelligence is that

gic intelligence is more broad­ 
ly concerned with his national

consider political and economic 
factors as well as those of a 
more strictly military kind;

Counter-intelligence, the third 
of these categories, is almost 
wholly covert; it concentrates 
on penetrating the other power’s 
intelligence systems, unmask­ 
ing its agents, interrupting their 
activities or (rather more fre­ 
quently, it would seem) utilizing 
them as sources through which 
to feed misleading information 
back to their principals. 
Most works on these obscure 
subjects, and most public in­ 
formation which comes to light, 
suggest 
that 
counter-intelli­ 
gence consumes a dispropor­ 
tionate amount of ’he time and 
energies of all intelligence sys­ 
tems. The double agent is so 
familiar a figure that one is 
led to wonder a little what the 
whole activity may add up to. 
One derives the impression that 
all the intelligence agencies are 
engaged in a kind of game, in 
which the detection and execu­ 
tion of the other side’s agents 
is a much more important ob­ 
ject than the interruption of 
the information they may be 
transmitting, most of which is 
of little practical consequence 
anyway.

“ Covert" intelligence is that 
which 
is 
secretly acquired, 
through secret agents — “ spy 
rings" — established in the 
hostile country or, much more 
important today, through the 
secret interception of the other 
country's communications and 
the breaking of its codes. Most 
of the m ajor wartim e triumphs 
of covert intelligence were ac­ 
complished 
by 
this 
latter 
means, o r by aerial photo­ 
graphy. In active war, covert 
intelligence assum es a rela­ 
tively greater importance than 
the overt kind; it is still re­ 
markable how few and unimpor­ 
tant are the successes attrib­ 
uted in the literature to covert 
espionage by individual opera­ 
tives. 


Intelligence 
is 
often 
cate­ 
gorized In a different way — 
as “ m ilitary ," “ strategic," or 
“ counter - intelligence." Mili­ 
tary intelligence in peacetime is 
concerned 
with 
penetrating 
another 
pow er's 
war plans, 
weapons design, numbers and 
locations of his troops, and 
with the identification of his 
vital strategic targets.Strate­ 
gic intelligence is more broad­ 
ly concerned with his national 
capabilities and Intentions; it 
concentrates on political and 
economic 
information 
con­ 
cerning him, the personalities 
of his leaders, the opportuni­ 
ties for propaganda offensives. 
This division is not sharp. Mili­ 
tary intelligence agencies must 


consider political and economic 
factors as well as those of a 
more strictly m ilitary kind; 
strategic intelligence agencies 
cannot of course, overlook the 
other pow er's m ilitary capa­ 
bilities. Both overt and covert 
methods are used by both types 
of intelligence, though perhaps 
in 
v a r y i n g proportions. 
Counter-intelligence, the third 
of these categories, is almost 
wholly covert; it concentrates 
on penetrating the other power's 
intelligence system s, unmask­ 
ing its agents, interrupting their 
activities or (rather more fre­ 
quently, it would seem) utilizing 
them as sources through which 
to feed misleading information 
back to their principals. 
Most works on these obscure 
subjects, and most public in­ 
formation which comes to light, 
suggest 
that 
counter-intelli­ 
gence consumes a dispropor­ 
tionate amount of he time and 
energies of all intelligence sys­ 
tem s. The double agent is so 
fam iliar a figure that one is 
led to wonder a little what the 
whole activity may add upjto. 
One derives the im pression that 
all the intelligence agencies are 
engaged in a kind of game, in 
which the detection and execu­ 
tion of the other side’s agents 
is a much more important ob­ 
ject than the interruption of 
the 
information they may be 
transm itting, most of which is 
of little practical consequence 
anyway.

Presidency Credited With 
■i Helping JFK’s Marriage 
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By JOY MILLER 
NEW YORK (AP) — The White 
House probably drew the John 
F. 
Kennedys closer together 
than they had ever been before, 
says Paul B. Fay Jr., a long­ 
time friend of the late president. 
Fay, former undersecretary 
of the Navy, writes of the Ken­ 
nedy relationship in his book 
“ The Pleasure of his Company” 
to be published Sept. 7, by Har­ 
per & Row. 
“ The roles of President and 
First Lady tended to demand 
that they stand apart from oth­ 
ers, which in turn gave them 
many more hours together,” 
Fdy writes. “Since their roles 
complemented each other in so 
many ways, Jack did a poor job 
of trying to conceal his pride in 
Jacqueline’s accomplishments 
as First Lady.” 
Fay -- nicknamed “ Red” — 
and Kennedy had been close 
friends since World War n when 
they served together as PT boat 
officers in training and action in 
the Pacific. Kennedy appointed 
Fay undersecretary of the Navy' 
in 1961 and he served until 1965. 
One day in 1960, when Kenne­ 
dy’s candidacy for the Demo­ 
cratic presidential nomination 
was widely recognized, Fay 
says, the two were playing golf 
at Cypress Point Club. Fay said 
he asked Kennedy about a ru­ 
mor that the Kennedys were 
having marital differences. 
The story was going around, 
Fay told him, that “ Jackie is 
staying with you only until you 
are nominated or the election is 
over, and then is going to di­ 


vorce you,” The information 
was supposed 
to have come 
from one of Mrs. Kennedy’s 
closest friends. 
Fay said he wanted rebuttal 
directly from Kennedy so he 
could kill the rumor at its 
source. 


As Fay relates it: 
“ Jack looked at me calmly as 
though I had just told him that 
his shoe was untied. 
“ ‘Red,’ he said, without a 
flicker, ‘The story is false, but I 
wouldn’t feel all that confident 
about killing it if I were you. 
People who spread stories like 
that don’t want to aocopt a deni­ 
al. I think I know the girl in 
New York who is spreading that 
report. She and Jackie go to 
some of the same parties, and, 
amazingly enough, Jackie says 
she is always very friendly’. ” 
Fay also mentions briefly the 
rumor of a “ secret marriage” 
by Jack Kennedy before his 
marriage to Jacqueline. 
“ The President was less dis­ 
turbed, by that irresponsible 
gossip than I was,” Fay notes. 
He said he urged the President 
to make a statement at a press 
conference about it. 
Fay writes: 
“ Resigned and unconcerned, 
Jack said, ‘Red, if I make a 
statement to the public on ev­ 
erything I have been accused of, 
Pd spend all my time on radio 
and television trying to keep the 
record straight. If people want 
to believe such tales, no denial 
on my part is going to convince 
them differently.”

NEW’ YORK (AP) — TheWhite 
House probably drew the John 
F. 
Kenned vs 
closer together 
than they had ever been before, 
says Paul B. Fay Jr., a long­ 
time friend of the late president. 
Fay, former 
undersecretary 
of the Navy, writes of the Ken­ 
nedy relationship In his book 
‘'The Pleasure of his Company” 
to be published Sept. 7, by Har­ 
per & Row. 
“ The roles of President and 
First Lady tended to demand 
that they stand apart from oth­ 
ers, which In turn gave them 
many more hours together,” 
Fay writers. “ Since their roles 
complemented each other In so 
many ways, Jack did a poor Job 
of trying to conceal his pride in 
Jacqueline’s accomplishments 
aa First Lady.'* 
Fay -- nicknamed “ Red” — 
and Kennedy had been close 
friends since World War II when 
they served together as PT boat 
officers in training and action in 
the Pacific. Kennedy appointed 
Fay undersecretary of the Navy’ 
in 1961 and he served until 1965. 
One day in 1960, when Kenne­ 
dy’s candidacy for the Demo­ 
cratic presidential nomination 
was widely 
recognized, 
Fay 
says, the two were playing golf 
at Cypress Point Club. Fay said 
he asked Kennedy about a ru­ 
mor that the Kennedys were 
having marital differences. 
The story was going around, 
Fay told him, that “ Jackie is 
staying with you only until you 
are nominated or tile election is 
over, and then is going to di­

As Fay relates it: 
“ Jack looked at me calmly as 
though I had just to ld h i m that 
his shoe was untied. 
“ ’Red,’ he said, without a 
flicker, ‘The story is false, but I 
wouldn’t feel all that confident 
about killing it if I were you. 
People who spread stories like 
that don’t want to accept a deni­ 
al. I think I know the girl in 
New York who is spreading that 
report. She and Jackie go to 
some of the same parties, and, 
amazingly enough, Jackie says

LJUBLJANA, Yugoslavia AP 
— A British airliner carrying 
117 persons on a vacation 
to 
Yugoslavia 
crashed 
and 
burned today as it came in for 
a landing and 95 persons per­ 
ished. 
Officials here said80persons 
died when the plane plunged 
into a woods shortly after mid­ 
night in cloudy weather 
near 
the airport of this mountain 
city. 
The other victims died in hos­ 
pitals or on the way. Officials 
said that of the 22 survivors, 
two were in serious condition 
but the others were out of dan­ 
ger. 
Rescue workers 
said those 
who survived seated in the back 
of the plane. 
When the first rescu rers ap­ 
peared, about a dozen survivors 
were stumbling about, weeping 
in shock and hysteria. 
It was the worst air disaster 
in Yugoslav history. 
The four -engine Britannia 
turboprop crashed shortly aft­ 
er midnight on a flight from 
Luton A irport, 30 miles north 
of London. 
The plane had just cleared the 
snow • covered peaks of north 
Yugoslavia’s Julian Alps which 
rim this prosperous and modern 
capital of Slovenia. It was com­ 
ing in for a normal landing 
when it crashed in a field near 
the runway. 
The passengers were British 
tourists coming to Yugoslavia 
for a late summer vacation. 
Suvivors were rushed to the 
Ljubljana hospital, which issued 
an immediate appeal for blood 
donations. 
Authorities in Ljubljana, 80 
miles northeast of 
Trieste, 
rushed an investigating com­ 
mission to the crash site. 
Ljubljana police said 80 per­ 
sons were killed in the crash, 
five others died en route to hos­ 
pitals, and five others after ad. 
mission to hospitals. 
The plane was flown by Bri­ 
tannia Airways, which operates 
charter 
flights 
for 
British 
travel agencies. It was the com­ 
pany’s first accident since it 
was formed five years ago. 
The Britannia 102 plunged 
into a 
field near Ljubljana’s 
Brnik Airport in the vicinity 
of the village of Modemnda. 
There was 
no immediate 
word on identities of the dead 
and the survivors. 
Britannia Airways 
sent 
an 
emergency flight from Luton to 
bring company officials here. 
The last major crash involv­ 
ing a British - owned airliner 
was on March 5 when a British 
O verseas Airways Corp. Boeing 
707 jet crashed near Tokyo with 
the loss of 124 lives. 
The last Britannia to crash, 
also a charter plane, 
came 
down in the mountains 
near 
Innsbruck, Austria, in Febru­ 
ary , 1964, killing 83 persons. 
Among the injured survivors 
were Arthur Rowcliff of Dun- 
day, Berkshire, his wife Mar­ 
garet and daughter Pania. 
From his hospital bed Row­ 
cliff said: 
“ We were all sitting together 
in the back of the plane when I 
suddenly felt the plane starting 
to fly slower. At the same time 
it started to vibrate. A few sec­ 
onds later we crashed. 
The 
plane bounced back into the air 
and then hit down again. 
“ We were thrown out of the 
plane into the clear. I say my 
daughter lying amoung wreck­ 
age as though she were dead. I 
managed to get her out even 


though my head and hands were 
injured. My 
wife 
M argaret 
seem s to be even more serious­ 
ly hurt.”
